At the locations indicated, amend the bill as follows:

1. Page 1, line 4: after “fire fighters” insert ¢, and limiting the fire fighting

activities of paid fire fighters who work for certain kinds of fire departments”.

2. Page 3, line 23: after that line insert:

“SECTION 4m. 60.55 (3) of the statutes is created to read:

60.55 (3) FIRE FIGHTERS’ ACTIVITIES. No fire fighter who is employed by a fire
department under sub. (1) (a) 1. or 2. in which none of the fire fighters are volunteers
may engage in any fire fighting activity other than fire fighting activity that is done
as a member of the fire department for which he or she is employed.

SECTION 4s. 61.65 (2) (c) of the statutes is created to read:

61.65 (2) (c) No fire fighter who is employed by a fire department under par.
(a) 1. or 2., or by a combined protective services department under s. 61.66 (1) (a) or

(b), in which none of the fire fighters are volunteers may engage in any fire fighting
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activity other than fire fighting activity that is done as a member of the fire

department for which he or she is employed.”.

3. Page 4, line 3: after that line insert:

“SECTION 5m. 62.13 (8) of the statutes is renumbered 62.13 (8) (a).

SECTION 5p. 62.13 (8) (b) of the statutes is created to read:

62.13 (8) (b) No fire fighter who is employed by a fire department under par.
(a) in which none of the fire fighters are volunteers may engage in any fire fighting
activity other than fire fighting activity that is done as a member of the fire
department for which he or she is employed.

SECTION 5t. 62.50 (9m) of the statutes is created to read:

62.50 (9m) FIRE FIGHTERS’ ACTIVITIES. No fire fighter who is employed by a fire
department under this subchapter in which none of the fire fighters are volunteers
may engage in any fire fighting activity other than fire fighting activity that is done
as a member of the fire department for which he or she is employed.”.
